lam as faft and warm a Friend to Liberty, as any 
Man living, where it fignifies Freedom frony Ser- 
vitude and Oppreffion. Liberty, in this Senfe, is not 
only amiable but defirsble ; but if ir implies an 
Exemption from Charity, Decency or the Laws, it is 
by no meansdefirable. Buc for wane of this juft and 
neceflary Diftin@ion, nothing has made more Slaves 
than the Word Liberty. By being wrore and {peech'd, 
to fancy themielves Slaves, Nations have often made 
themfelves fo. They were in full Poffefiien of 
Liberty, and were not contented, becaufe they did 
not know it; fo by feeking wliat they already had, 
they a€tually loft what they poffch'd. By Sedition, 
Rebellion, and overturning the Government, under 
which they enjoy’d it, they became: Slaves to thofe 
who gull’d them with the empry Sound of Liberty, 
in order to pave their own Way to Power, and gratity 
private Malice or Ambitton. A certain unthinking 
Generation once try’d the Experiment ; they became 
tired of their lawful Sovereign, and were trampled 
upon at laft by Enthufiafts: And, as alate Author 
expreffes ir, they were forced, with the utmoft Exaction, 
to melt down their Plate, that they might only fee the 
Word LABERTY writ round the Edges of their Coin. 

‘Tus is the dire Condition, which the audacious 
Author under our prefent Confideration, and his 
fattious Abettors, wou'd fain bring us to; nor can we 
hope to avoid it, if the prefent Spirit of Licentiouf- 
nefs be not kept within lawful Bounds. I muff repeat 
what I already faid, that it is incumbent on the 
executive Power, to exert itfelf on cthefe Occafions. 
I can’t but think, that the common Law provides 
effe€tually againft this growing Evil, without having 
recourfe to even any Statute Law now in Force; 
wherefore I would not be thought to with or intend 
any Interpofition of, or Aid from the Legiflature: A 
Thought of this kind never enter’d into my Mins, 
not only becaufe I am an Enemy to all Refiraine upon 
Virtuous Liberty ; but bzcaufe I am fatisfy’d the Great 
Man who faffers moft by the licentious Pens of the 
prefent Age, wou'd be far better pleas’d to bear, 
during his Life, the Weight of Obloguy daily thrown 
upon Rim, than Countenance any the leaft A ppearance 
of Infringment on the Boundaries of that precious 
Liberty, for which he has been an carly and con/tant 
Champion. And here I will be bold to fay, thatno 
Minifter, and but very few private Men, ever an- 
fwer’d more exactly to Pliny’s Defcription of a Good 
Man, than him — whom all the Shafts of Spite 
and Malice have been pointed for Years. [ will ‘av 
that he is that Man, as my Motto exprefies it, whe 


overlooks and pardcns the Faults of others, as if be bim- 
felt were daily guilty of Faulis ; yet refrains frim com- 
mitiing any, as if be would forgive none in others. 

Bur ‘tis becaufe he is tivat Good Map here de- 
(cribed, that he is become an Objet of the Envy and 
Malice of the Bale and Ambirious. For ‘tis with an 
able, faithful Mintfer, as with a Portre/s or Fine Po 
man; the more Important the one, the more beautifal 
the other, the greater will be the Affiduity of the 
Enemy and Gallants is beficging the firft, and feducirig 
the latter. In like manner, rhe more faithful, able, 
fieddy and ufeful a Minifter is to his Prince atid his 
Country, the more he draws upon himfelf the Envy 
and Rancour of the Baft and Ambitious, atd the 
deeper will be the Artifice of rhole that want to ftep 
into his Poft. 
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Aurich in Eat Frifeland, Fan. 12. O. S. 
HE Proteft which the Price: of Ea Frifcland 
has caufed to be made to the General Dyer of 
the Empire, againft the King of Pruflia’s affuming 
his Title and Arms, is founded on rhe following 
Pleas. The firft Time that his Pruflian Majetty 
took the Prince of Eaft Frifeland’s Tirle and Arms 
was in 1732, when the then reigning Princc, Father 
of the prefent, enter’d a Proteft on that Subj-ét to 
the Imperial Court, and took Care to have it fignitied 
to the King of Pruffia. And the prefent Priace re- 
newed his Proteft in 1734, to the Dyet of the Circle 
of Weftphalia, on which the Principality of Eat 
Frifeland depends. In 1735, he made another In- 
ftance to the fame Purpofe, at the Tim: that Circular 
Letters were fent to him from that Circle, demand- 
ing the Payment of fome Roman Months. The 
Prince of Eaft Frifeland hop’ thet his Reprefen- 
tations would have avail'd, but he was deceived ia 
his Expectation. He heard shat the Minifter of the 
King of Pruflia at the Dyct of Ratisbon, had pre- 
fented a full Power to the Dyer, in which was the 
fame Titles ; thatit was likewife inferred in the new 
Letrers of Convocation from the Circle of Weft- 
phalia, and that upon this Occafion the Arms of Iris 
Principality had been made ute "Tis upon thefe 
Arguments, and on others founded upon Law, that 
the Prince of Eaft Frifeland has again thought him- 
f:l! obliged to proteft before the Emperor and Em- 
pire; tho" he declares at che fame time, that he has 
all the Refpe€& and Veneration poflible for his 
Prufian Majefty. 

Ratisbon, Jan. 11. O. §. The King cf Pruflia 
has cauféed a Memorial and a Counter-Proreft to be 
prefented tothe Dyer, fetting forth by what Autho- 
rity hé affumes the Title and Arms of the Prince of 
Faft Frifeland ; which Memoria! is accompanied 
with all the Proofs whereon bis Pruffian Majefty 
founds his Claim. And by the next Mail we may 
expe the particular Reafons fet forth by the King 


of Pruffia, concerning the Prince of Eaft Frifcland’s 
Letter.

Letrers from Florence fay, that the Jews there 
are making vatt Preparations for a ftately Lilumination 
at the Arrival of the Great Duke and Dutchels, who, 
it feems, are much complain’d of at Venice, for 


leaving the Place of Quarantine before the Time was 
expir'd ; but the Complain:s of the Great Duke's 
Court againft the Venetians, are much more flagrant, 
and fuppofed to be betrer founded. 

The Ruffian Court has been very much elated by 
a Letter from Kouli Kan for the Czarina, which was 
brought by an Exprefs from the Perfian Army to the 
Perfian Arobafladors, wherein Kouli Kan exptefles 
his Defire to make War againft the Porte, by the 
Siege of Tauris and T cflis, and dors not doubt bur 
her Majefty will likewife puth her Conquefts with all 
the Vigour poffible. His Army, to the Number of 
above 170,000 Men, is in the Neighbourhood of 
Tauris, and he has left another Body of 40 or 50,000 
Men between Ifpahan and Candahar, toguard againft 
any Difturbance which may be fomented at Home 
again by the Emiffarics of the Porte.
